I is true, whoever is maſter of Hebrew can re 
it without Points: and yet that is no better Reaſon 
for teaching it at firſt without them, than it would 
be to teach a Beginner Latin with all the Contrac- 
tions and Abbreviations uſed in ancient Manuſcripts, 
becauſe a Man who underſtands Latin well is able 
to read it fo abbreviated. Whoever then attempts to 
learn at firfl without Points, out of a Perſuaſion it 
is the moſt eaſy Way, will, I think, be greatly de- 
cerved.
